promotion data comprises transmitting promotion data identifying a plurality of product 
discounts on a basis of demographia data stored in a personal database of a consumer. 

67. The computer program product of claim 58, wherein said step of transmitting said 
promotion data comprises transmitting promotion data identifying a plurality of product 
discounts on a basis of a frequency of usage of tokens by a consumer. 

68. The computer program product of claim 58, wherein said step of transmitting said 
promotion data comprises transmitting promotion data identifying a plurality of product 
discounts on a basis of a frequency of usage of product discounts by a consumer. 

69. The computer program product of claim 58, wherein said step of identifying said 
token data comprises icjlentifying said token data by scanning a token having said token data 
therein. 

70. The computer program product of claim 58, wherein said computer network 
comprises one of aiy intranet and the Internet.— AA^ ^ V
